BYU  athletes  can  now  get  the  “jump”  on 
spring  sports  by  working  out  in  the  extension 
recently  completed  on  the  Smith  Fieldhouse.  The 
160-foot  extension  provides  area  for  indoor  foot- 
ball, baseball  and  track  practice.  A full  scale  in- 
door track  meet  was  recently  held  on  the  extended 
fieldhouse  track. 

DUE  FOR  COMPLETION  in  September  is  the 
new  Business  building  north  of  the  Smith  Family 
Living  Center.  Also  under  construction  is  the  new 
Administration  and  General  Services  Building, 
which  will  cost  some  $2,250,000,  and  will  central- 
ize all  the  general  services  departments,  now  lo- 
cated in  various  buildings  on  the  campus. 

Reinforced  steel  girders  reaching  skyward  in 
the  area  east  of  the  Smith  Family  Living  Center 
mark  the  progress  of  a new  millidh  volume  BYU 
library.  The  five  story  structure  will  cost  $4 
million.  Each  floor  will  contain  40,000  square  feet. 


CONSTRUCTION  of  these  buildings  is  part 
of  the  vast  program  of  expansion  pointed  at  the 
BYU  centennial  celebration  in  1975. 

Building  construction  is  only  part  of  BYU’s 
expanding  program.  During  the  past  year  expan- 
sion of  academic  departments  and  programs  has 
gone  forward  rapidly.  Recently  announced  was 
the  creation  of  a new  department  of  statistics  in 
the  College  of  Business. 

OTHER  HIGHLIGHTS  include  BYU  debate 
wins  in  the  Harvard  and  Air  Force  National  In- 
vitational tournaments  and  a berth  in  the  West 
Point  tourney  finals.  These  are  the  nation's  high- 
est debate  honors. 

A band  of  BYU  drama  students  directed  by 
Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  spent  seven  weeks  touring 
the  Far  East  entertaining  U.  S.  servicemen.  The

A Heartfelt  Thanks 

To  students  and  many  faculty  of  Brigham  Young 
University,  the  annual  visit  by  stake  presidents  and 
bishops  to  the  campus  is  a much  anticipated  event. 

There  is  something  about  seeing  “the  folks  from 
home”  that  means  a great  deal  more  than  simply  a short 
chat  or  a handshake.  For  more  students,  BYU  has  be- 
come a second  home.  Being  able  to  welcome  esteemed 
friends  and  loved  ones  to  this  home  is  a pleasure  for 
students.  Showing  the  bishop  or  some  stake  officer  the 
expanding  campus,  students  can  be  excused  for  show- 
ing of  pride. 

Certainly  the  pride  which  we  feel  in  this  institution 
and  its  expanding  physical  and  academic  facilities  should 
be  tempered  with  a profound  sense  of  gratitude.  Real- 
izing that  it  is  through  the  faithfulness  of  the  members 
of  the  church  whose  tithes  make  the  operation  of  BYU 
possible,  students  should  be  grateful  and  determined  to 
make  sure  that  their  contribution  to  the  institution  is 
equally  devoted. 

In  1875  Brigham  Young  called  upon  Karl  G.  Maeser 
to  take  charge  of  the  church  academy  in  Provo.  When 
Brother  Maeser  asked  for  instructions  from  President 
Young,  expecting  a detailed  outline  of  his  duties,  re- 
ceived the  following  simple  charge:  “Brother  Maeser 
I want  you  to  remember  that  you  should  not  teach  even 
the  alphabet  nor  the  multiplication  tables  without  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord.” 

Combining  spiritual  and  intellectual  pursuits  has 
not  always  been  easy.  Many  times  the  “learning  of  the 
world”  seems  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  teachings  of  the 
gospel.  But  since  the  gospel  accepts  all  truth,  the  con- 
flicts are  minimized.  Skilled  teachers,  versed  in  the  gos- 
pel as  well  as  in  the  various  fields  of  academic  endeavor, 
have  helped  shape  the  destiny  of  thousands  of  success- 
ful BYU  students. 

Long  before  students  arrive  on  the  campus  of  BYU 
however,  the  probability  of  their  success  or  failure  has 
already  been  largely  determined.  The  ability  of  a col- 
lege professor  to  influence  a student  for  good  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  students  prior  experience. 

It  is  to  the  bishops,  the  stake  presidents,  the  pri- 
mary and  mutual  teachers  as  well  as  parents  to  whom 
we  must  look  for  the  all  important  early  training  of  the 
youth.  The  inculcation  of  sound  principles  of  honesty, 
faith,  morality  fundamental  to  a happy  life,  must  be 
undertaken  in  the  individual’s  formative  years. 

In  welcoming  the  visitors  from  stakes  and  wards 
over  the  church  to  this  campus,  we  wish  them  to  know 
that  we  are  aware  of,  and  deeply  grateful  for,  the  in- 
valuable contribution  they  have  made  in  our  lives.

Annual  Y Day 
Bike  Plans  Set, 
Racers  Ready 

The  BYU  Spring  Bike  Race 
has  been  incorporated  into  Y 
Day  activities  this  year.  This  has 
been  done  in  order  to  cooperate 
with  the  AMS’  annual  Y Day — 
to  combine  two  AMS  activities 
into  one  event. 

This  year  the  Bike  Race  will 
have  several  new  features,  in- 
cluding a special  high  speed  race 
for  bikes  with  eight  gears  and 
up.  This  race  will  be  five  miles 
long  and  will  be  run  last. 

ANOTHER  men’s  race  will  be 
run  first.
